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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The Examiner has partially considered the information disclosure statement filed 
on 8/10/04 because the IDS contains references that were submitted to applicant on a 
892 and these references are already considered in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-17 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1-17, prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination 
of all the claimed features as presented in claims 1-17, wherein image display 
apparatus comprises a single image forming device forming an original image, a first 
optical system and a second optical system which are disposed on both sides of a 
central plane which includes a central axis of the image forming device, wherein when 
light traveling from the image forming device to each pupil is inversely traced is first 
reflected away from the central plane and is again reflected away from the central plane 
(claim 1); and a single image forming device forming an original image, a first optical 
system and a second optical system which are disposed on both sides of a central 
plane which includes a central axis of the image forming device, wherein each of the 
first and second optical systems includes: a first surface which reflects light from the 
image forming device; and a second 
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surface which reflects the light from the first surface back to the first surface, wherein 
the first surface again reflects the light from the second surface (claim 8), as claimed.
